Production of Natural Gas Increasing | 
In Alberta 


The Natural Resources Intelligence 
Service of the Department of the In- 
terior at Ottawa says: 

In 1922 Canada produced 14,954,097 
thousand cubic feet of natural gas. Of 
this quantity Ontario produced 7,800,- 
000 thousand feet. Alberta was sec- 
ond with an output of 6,400,000 feet. 
Ontario, however, provided 622,77 
thousand feet less than in 1921, while 
Alberta incréased her 1921 production 
by 1,454,116 thouasnd cubic feet. With 
the intensive prospecting and drilling, 
and the number of new gas producing 
wells that are being brought in the 
present year shculd show. a still, fur- 
ther increase in production in Alberta.

The Wireworm 


A Serious Pest of the Farm and 
Garden 

The wireworm is a slender yellow- 
ish-brown worm about an inch in 
length when full grown. The insects | 
live entirely below ground, where they 
| feed, thrive and multiply on deeaying 
vegetable matter and on the roots of 
growing plants, their smooth, wiry, 
cylindrical’ bodies ‘allowing them to 
move freely-through .the soil. Pota- 
locs, onions, beets and other garden 
| vegetables are commonly.attacked, and 
\ the losses caused are sometimes very 
{great. Decaying vegetation, produced 
| by the ploughing down of sod Jand in 


j the spring or autumn, provides ample 


food for the young wireworms for a 
year or more. When ‘fully grown, 
| the wireworin transform into a pupa. 
This is the resting stage of the insect, 
and takes place in a small éarthen‘cell 
a few inches below the surface of the

by the Animal Pathologist at Ottawa, 
Mr. A. B. Wickware, to ascertain if 
there is any danger of feeding to fowl 
wheat, oats, or other grains that have 
been treated with formaldehyde solu- 
tion for the prevention of.smut. . The 
result: proves that there is little or no 
danger in so feeding fowls when the 
grain has been treated according to 
the standard method advocated by the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture. 
The usual method of treating seed 


‘grain is to immerse it in a 1 in 400 


solution of formaldehyde for a period 
of five minutes, after which the grain 
fs allowed to drain for thirty minutes 


‘|and then spread out in a thin layer to 


dry. No ill-effects with the dry grain 
were noted in the experiments either 
with cockerels three months old or 
fourteen weeks old, although the lat- 
ter had the scratch fed soaked for two 
hours in a double strength of 1 in 209 
solution of formaldehyde before it 
was allowed to drain and spread out 
to dry. In the third experiment, 
cockerels four months old, although 
previously starved for 18 hours, show- 
ed little taste for the grain fed to them 
moist, but when a change was made 
to dried grain they ate a fair amount 
at each feeding with no bad effects.

Success Of Insulin 


Large Sums Paid in Compensation for 
Animals Slaughtered 


In five months in 1905- 6, according 
to statistics given in the Veterinary 
Director-General’s report for 1921-22, 
there were 1,387 animals slaughtered 
in Canada and $108,045: paid in com- 
pensation, in the effort to suppress 
t}glanders; whereas in 1921-22 there 
| were only 29 animals slaughtered on 
that account in the fuJl year .and 
$2,596 paid in compensation.

"YOUR TEETH" 


_ EXPRESSION

When you look at other people, your 


impression of them is .governed very 
[largely by the expression that you find 


upon their faces. 

We commonly speak of “the expres- 
sion of the eyes,” and we have so long 
continued the use of that phrase that 
we really think the eyes have expres- 

sion. The eye proper has no expres- 

sion, but the movement of the eye- 
ball and the opening and closing of 
the lids, is what make the so-called 
expression of the eye. The upper lid 
has only an up-and-down motion, so 
that it could not be very expressive; 
but the lower lid can. be moved up- 
ward and downward and can be push- 
ed about by the muscles of the face 
so as to make a Serles of pleasant- 
looking wrinkles about the corner of 
the eye. ' 

More than seventy-five per cent. of 
facial expression is due to the muscles 
of mastication. These are support- 
ed upon the teeth and the bones sur- 
rounding the teeth that depend. for 
their shape upon the stability of the 
teeth. We are safe therefore in say- 
ing that the great majority of all 
facial expression, either pleasant or 
otherwise, is due to the region that fs 
dependent for its support, and, con- 
its appearance, upon the 
teeth. ; 

In addition to the movement of the 
muscles of the face, the appearance 
of the teeth themselves is. a very 
large element of expression. If you 
look at a mouth-full of. clean, pearly, 
well-shaped, healthy teeth surrounded 
by natural pink gums, you. get ~im- 
mediately a pleasing effect that is out 
of all. proportion to the. general 
beauty of the face. In fact, many 


faces that atef/most unprepossessing 


when in repose, are extremely attrac-' 
tive when they. smile, because of a 
splendid dental equipment. If a most 
beautiful woman shows, when © she 
smiles, either an irregular, or a de- 
cayed, ‘or a stained set of teeth, she 
had better not smile, because’ her 
‘reputation for beauty disappears: at 
the first glance. 

if a’ man who wished to talk busi- 
ness’ with you was well- groomed and 
generally pleasing in appearance, and 
yet, when he opened his mouth, show- 
‘ed a collection of dental wrecks, he 
would immediately lose the psycho- 
logical advantage that. he had gained 
by his first‘appearance. . 

In order to be charitable: to other 
people, and to create a good impres- 


| sion upon other people,.it is necessary 


for us all to.look the best we can at 
all times. - And if you aré going to 
look your best, your teeth must be in 
good order. ‘

' Soil is usually considered lifeless, 
but Sir John Russell has taken a cen- 
‘sus, and finds that in one sin le 
gramme of soil, about enough -to fill 
a teaspoon, there are more than forty 
million organisms. A method ot 
counting them was worked out, and 
the census was made every day for 
365 consecutive days. No fewer than 
seventeen different organisms were 
enumerated. One of the most inter- 
esting results was the proof that the 
soil population is not steady in num- 
ber, as had always been assumed, but 
is in a violent state of flux, Daily 
variations were shown independent ol 
external conditions. The whole soil 

population is depressed in winter and 
in summer, and is uplifted in spring 
and autumn. - :
